Mofcow, Aug. 8. Great Quantities of warlike 
Provifion are continually fending from bence down 
the Volga for Aftracan, but we have had the 
bad News of a Ship being loft lately on that 
River, laden with Ammunition, 50 Cannon, and 
other Stores. M. Cederentz, the Swedifh Mi- 
nifter, is newly arrived at Petersbourg, and is 
daily expected in this City, M. Sennizky, a 
Polifh Nobleman, who was included io the laſt 

ived here from Siberia 
whither he had been banifhed, and is now 
returning to his owa Country. An Exprefs is 
daily expected from Aftracan with a true Ac- 
count of the Difpofitions for the Calpian Expe- 
dition which the Czar made foon after his Atri- 
val at Aftracaos it is faid that the Preparations 
there were in great Backwardoefs on his Atri- 
val, which makes it conjectured that his Returo 
to thefe Parts is not likely to be fo ſoon as it 
was at firſt given out. It is reported here, that 
the Czar has an Army of 50000 Men encamped 
near the River Daria to cover the Pioneers and 
other Workmen that arc employed in building 
the new City, who likewile are all armed. Tis 
faid, the Troops which masch thither endure 
great Fatigues, and arrive very flowly, becauſe 
of the many Rivers they are conftrained to 
wade over. It is more and more believed that 
the Czar will find this Enterprize to exceed the 
Difficulties he expefted to meet with, efpecially 
if it be true what is reported by fome Advices 
from Perſia, that Miri-Weys, and the principal No- 
bility of Perfia being reconciled, have fet up 
the youog Sophy on the Throne, and are marching 
with 30000 of the beft Troops of Perfia to 
join a great Body of Tartars in order to 11 
the Mafcovites. Count Kinski fet out from 
hence the 27th paft on bis Return to Vienna 
through Warfaw. The Danifh Envoy bas bad 
a Conference with the Crat’s Minifters, and feems 
{atisfied with their Declaration concerning the 
Mufcovite Fleet in the Baltick, which they af- 
firma is only to keep their Magincrs in Difciplie, 
aod no ways alarm the other Maritime 
Powers: The Envoy has difpatched an Exprefe 
to Copenhagen with this Declaration, and "tis 
prefomed, that 2, foon as this Minifter receives 
that Coart’s Reſolution Imperial 
Title demanded by the Czar, will return 
back to Deomark. 

Paris, Aug. 22. The A& of Guarantee in Fa- 
vour of the King of Sardinia, as far as relates to 
bis Majefty in certain Articles of the Quadruple 
Alliance, was figned Leſterday. Some of the Pro- 


teſtant Miniſtets have interceeded in Behalf of the 
Reformed Inhabitants of Sleidal, in the Territory 
Strasbourg, of whom ſome have been commit- 
ted to Priſon : It is aſſuted, that the Cardinal du 
Bois has given them Anſwer, that he will examine 
their Cafe, and procure Juftice to be done them.
